• To prevent macros from automatically running, hold down SHIFT while you start Excel. 

Note If you start Excel from the Office Shortcut Bar, click the Microsoft Excel button on the Office Shortcut Bar 
first, and then immediately hold down SHIFT while Excel starts.
